PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON 

delivered an elaborate and highly interesting discourse, an adequate idea 
of which could not be conveyed in a synopsis. It only remains therefore 
to name some of the leading features of his theme. After reading from the 
fifteenth chapter of the first epistle to the Corinthians, beginning at the 
thirty-fifth verse, he dwelt upon some of. the more distinctive character- 
istics, beliefs and principles of the religion of the Saints, showing it to be 
the most philosophical system in existence, It explained the relationship 
of man to God and men to each other, the relations of the sexes and 
parents to children. The pre- existence of man as a spiritual individuality | 
before taking up his abode on earth in a physical body and his glorious 
destiny in the eternal world after the resurrection through the atonement 
of Jesus Christ was brought within human comprehension by the Gospel 
revealed anew through Joseph Smith, the Prophet. President Cannon ex- 
plained the classification of intelligencies, and the various degrees of glory 
to which they would be assigned after the resurrection, by the operation 
of the justice of God and the eternal fitness of things. He next treated 
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upon the building of Temples, making special reference to the one nearing 
completion in Salt Lake City. He exhorted the people to exert them- 
selves by making generous contributions to have the building last named 
completed by the timedecided upon by resolution of the previous conference. 
The object of such buildings and the glorious results flowing from their 
legitimate uses were explained by the speaker, particularly relating to the 
blessings of the perpetuation of the lives in eternity, after the nature of 
God’s blessing upon Abraham regarding his posterity. The work done 
in those holy buildings would continue throughout the millennium until 
the human family as a whole should be connected in the family order up 
the genealogical stream until it reached to Father Adam. President 
Cannon concluded by directing attention of the Saints to the great things 
which God had already done for them, and inspiring them with hope by 
delineating the incomparable blessings yet in store for the faithful. 
PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF, 
in the course of a four minutes’ address, bore his testimony to the 8 
of President Cannon on the important subject of temple building. He 
pointed to the fact that as the Apostles and disciples of God in former 
days were ever ready to lay down their lives fer the Gospel's sake, so since 
the day of the martyrdom of the Prophet Joseph this people had always 
been willing to make similar sacrifices in His holy name. There were but 
few in the world, he said, prepared to abey the fulness of the Gospel, and 
that was why the Latter-day Saints had been chosen and brought to these 
valleys from all nations of the earth. It was because the true Gospel had 
been offered to them and they had received it. We had been called to 
go upon missions, to warn the wicked of the . which were near 
at hand. 

The Lord had made great promises to all His faithful Saints, from the 
beginning of this work, and if we remained steadfast to the end these 
would all be fulfilled; und no power on earth or in hell could take from 
us the blessings which were in store for the righteous. We had every- 
thing to encourage us in the good work which we had espoused ; but the 
Lord required much at our hands, and if we united together and carried 
out faithfully that which He asked of us, we should reap our reward in

An eminent American thinker has said that duty is the sublimest word 
in the English language, and with this judgment we fully agree. Too 
often, however, it has been taught that virtue is a painful struggle, and 
that the duties of men are opposed to their natural inclinations. But 
after all, goodness is far easier and lovelier than wickedness, and the path 
of duty is not only the path of safety but also of peace and happiness. 
Virtue is the law which God created us to live by, and obedience to duty 
gives to human life a star-like motion, restful because obedient to its orbit, 
and bright because basking in the light of the central sun. The whole 
sum and substance of human history may be reduced to this truth, that 
when men depart from the divine means of reaching the divine end, they 
suffer harm and Joss. Thus in the Republic of Plato we find this golden 
sentence: One of the noblest things said now or shall be said hereafter 
is that what is honorable is profitable, and what is base is hurtful.” John 
Stuart Mill also writes, in words which we would be glad to see traced in 
stars on the midnight sky: “Our duty coincides so strictly with our 
interest, that a perfectly prudent, would of necessity become a perfectly 
virtuous man ;” while Coleridge, taking up the same parable, has sung: 

Hath he not always treasures, always friends, 
The good, great man ?—three treasures, love and light, 
And calm thought regular as infants’ breath; — 
“ante Raa more sure than day and night, 

The law of duty pursues us.ever. We cannot possibly shake off the 
moral obligation to do right, or in other words, to live up to the highest 
we know. Let us obey the high monitions of conscience and we have 
rest. But if, on the other hand, we disobey them, all material things will 
not suffice to make us happy or contented. Men may crown us kings, but 
if we are destitute of justice we shall still despise ourselves. Men may 
pay us homage, but if we falter from the right, in our inmost souls we 
know that we are slaves. Integrity at times may cost much and may 
have to crush inclination under its iron heel, but its brow is always in the 
sunlight. In the hour of passion it demands a strong effort to keep the 
life pure. In the time of ambition it requires great earnestness of char- 
acter to restrain covetousness and to remain unswerved by the praise of 
men. But what a magnificent recompense does fidelity to duty bring. 
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Any ‘pleasure which costs conscience a single pang is really a pain, and 
not a pleasure. All gain which robs a man of his integrity is really loss 
and not gain. Applause and high place are infamy if won by the sale of 
@ man’s own soul. A Roman patriot, when captured by traitors, was 
tauntingly asked, “Where is thy stronghold | now?” Placing his hand 
upon his heart, he answered, “Here!” It is even so, The sense of his 
own self-approval must ever be the stronghold of the honorable man. 


Sweetly and truly does George Wither sing— 
Whether thralléd or exiled, 
Whether poor or rich thou be, 
Whether praised or reviled, 
Not a rush is that to thee ; 
This nor that thy rest doth win thee, 
But the mind that is within thee, 


If it be asked, what is duty? we reply it is the rendering to that his. 
is their due. “What is due to the weak and defenseless? Protection. 
What is due to the ignorant? Enlightenment. What is due to the mis- 
understood? The endeavor to enter into their thoughts and feelings. 
What is due to those that are down! Pity and some effort to uplift them, 
What is due to the rich and great? The reminder that the true glory of 
man is not in having and enjoying, but in serving.” What is due to the 
wretched and the degraded? A social conscience which makes us feel aa 
sad and as base as they until they are redeemed and saved. What is due 
to our parents? Reverence, affection, ministry, until our watching love 
has closed their eyes in the last sleep of death. What is due to our chil- 
dren? Kindness, consideration, prayer, and the heritage of an example 
which will make for nobleness in their lives and not for meanness. What 
is due to ourselves? The effort to raise day by day from good to better, 
until the aspiring soul shakes off all baseness and loves truth alone. What 
is due to God? To obey Him, to love Him, to serve Him, to walk in the. 
light with Him. 

It is in the sphere of duty that we become conscious of that solemn gift 
of freedom which is the special prerogative of man.among the creatures of 
this lower world. Man is not like the winds, and waves, and stars, and 
beasts, a creature of necessity, but a free creature. He is not bound by an 
inexorable fate to do or to leave undone any given thing. He can do the 
things which he ought not to do, and leave undone the things which he 
ought to do. Here it is that man most resembles God. For God is His 
own master. So also, within a certain circle, is man, who is made in God's 
image. Like the mere animal he is addressed by the lower motives, but 
unlike the mere animal he is not controlled by them—on the contrary they 
are under his control. 4 

There is a species of shameful moral oowardice in which a man puts the : 
blame of the sin or the folly of his actions on what he calls destiny, when 
he is all the while master of himself and of his fate. The myriad-minded 
Shakespeare has fitly characterized this tendency where he says in his 
King Lear:—‘“This is the excellent foppery of the world, that, when we 
are sick in fortune, often the surfeit of our own behavior, we make guilty 
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of our disasters the sun, the moon, and stars; su if we were villains on 
necessity ; ; fools by heavenly compulsion; knaves, thieves, and tricksters 
by spherical predominance; drunkards, liars, and adulterers, by an en- 
forced obedience of planetary influence; and all that we are evil in, by a 
divine thrusting on.” No! we are not knaves or fools, either by heavenly — 
or hellish compulsion. We are free. Appetite may solicit the will, but 
the will can control appetite, The things which appetite covets the will 
can reject. Shameful solicitations. may besiege the W but the mind 
may refuse to entertain them. 

History has nothing finer to show us, nothing more enobling than the 
spectacle of those moral heroes, who were willing, nay glad, to sacrifice all 
which men hold dear in obedience to the sacred call of duty. There is 
Moses refusing to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter, and turning 
aside from the luxury of the Egyptian palace that he may champion the 
cause of his oppressed countrymen. There is Paul, breaking away from 
his privileged post to preach the gospel of the crucified Nazerene, and 

singing in the dungeon the praises of Him who caused him to triumph. 
There is Luther, fronting the embattled power of Europe at Worms, and 
saying, “It is not safe for a man to sin against his conscience. Here I am, 
I can do no other; God help me. Amen!” There is Washington, battling 
for the rights of a great people, first in peace, first in war, and first in 
the Dearie of his countrymen.”—Thomas Lynch, in Great — 


4A CRUEL PRACTICE. 


4. WRITER in the Japan Mail, who appears to have special knowledge of 
the subject, refers to the well-known Chinese custom of compressing the 
feet of female children of the better classes in China. He hopes that few 
of his readers have been so unfortunate as to see the naked foot of an 
orthodox Chinese lady. But many have looked at photographs of this 

terribly-twisted and distorted member, and the sight must have suggested 
thoughts of barbarous sufferingjinflicted on a particularly sensitive part 
of the human body. Year by year hundreds of thousands of little girls, 
throughout the wide empire of China, are subjected to a ruthless process 
which crushes the bones and wrenches the sinews of their tender feet, 
until at last a revolting deformity is produced, and the foot, crumbled 
into a shocking monstrosity, becomes almost valueless as a means of loco- 
motion. The wretched girl emerges from her period of feverish torture a 
mutilated cripple, condemned to hobble through. life on feet which pre- 
serve no semblance of nature’s beautiful mechanism, having become as 
hideous as they are useless. At intervals the missionary cries out, the 
traveler writes, and the charitable agitate; but the. poor little children 
never benefit. For them there remains always the same ruthless bending 
of bones, the same agonizing application of tight ligatures, the same long 
months of bitter pain and unavailing tears. Perhaps, he suggests, it is to 
this singular contrast between general refinement and cultivation of the 
Chinese on the one hand, and this callous cruelty on the other, that we 
must attribute the * appearance of apologists for the appalling 
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custom. Some people say that though the foot is ultimately deformed, 
though the woman is indeed condemned to be little better than a cripple, 
yet the process is not 80 very painful after all. The bones are soft, they 
say, in early youth; the sinews supple. Twisting, orushing, and wrench- 
ing are operations that may be performed without much suffering on baby 
feet, whereas adults would be maddened by the torture. To this the 
writer replies: Let no one talk of the yielding character of young bones 
or the pliability of baby sinews. We have listened with our own ears to 
the cries of a little girl undergoing the torturing process. Such agonizing 
wails never before fell on our ears. They were the shrieks of a child 
absolutely wild with suffering. When the ligatures were loosened, and 
the shocking succession of breathless screams ended in long-drawn wails 
of exhaustion and misery, the listener turned almost sick with horror and 
sympathy. Yet a mother was the deliberate torturer of the poor baby, 
and a father callously listened to its heart-broken cries. Think that this 
fiendish barbarity is being practiced daily and hourly throughout the 
length and breadth of a land containing 300,000,000 inhabitants. Not 
alone are the tender bodies of the poor little girls ruthlessly racked and 
tortured, but the purest sentiment of humanity, the love of parents for 
their children, is perpetually outraged. Such unnatural cruelty could be 
tolerated only in the presence of the worst kind of demoralization. How 
much can survive of the moral beauty of the paternal-relation when 
fathers and mothers, in deference to a mere freak of fashion, consent to 
inflict on their daughters, day by day, torture that well nigh maddens the 
baby brain, and wrings shrieks of excruciating agony from the little 
lips? This is one of those facts that make us marvel when we —_ a 
great destiny predicted for the Chinese nation.”

The vibrations lasted for three days, 
and one-third of the island of Cochaquita, in the gulf, was split off from the remainder by 
a violent shock, and sank out of sight. The volcano did not break forth, but the signs of 
an eruption were still evident.

wrote to the home government when reporting the progress he had made 
in the campaign against Behanzin, king of Dahomey. The entire civilized 
world will hail with delight the downfall of this blood-thirsty savage, 


whose entire reign has been marked by the most unheard of . — | 


toward his own subjects and the neighboring tribes; 
This war has been brought about by violation of pledges on the gate of 
Behanzin. At the close of the war of 1889 France made a treaty’ with 


the king, by which, in consideration of an annual pension of 20,000 francs, ’ 


he recognized France's rights along the coast; sind agreed to stop his raids 


into the French protectorate of Porto Novo, long the favorite hunting- 
ground of Dahomeyan rulers for slaves and victims to sacrifice in their 


horrible fetish rites. 


Late last fall the king violated his agreement by sending expeditions 
into Porto Novo, where they surprised several unsuspecting towns, and 


dragged hundreds of people to Abomey. When the lieutenant-governor 
of the French colony protested, the king sent an insolent letter, declaring 
that he recognized no treaty, that he had a right in Porto Novo because

his fathers for ages had been the suzerains of that country, and that he 


should continue his forays if he chose, because all the region occupied by the 
French belonged to him; and yet, as he knew very well, his father Geleve 
fourteen years ago gave up to France all rights to the port of Kotonu, and 
he himself had recognized the claims of France in Porto Novo. The young 
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bully wrote to the French that if they touched one of his towns in the in- 
terior he would at once destroy Porto Novo and all the French posts. He 
was carried away with the idea of his power and the prowess of his far- 
famed Amazons, and undoubtedly believed that he could drive the French 
into the sea. 
King Behanzin is a most extraordinary mixture of civilization 5 “AEN 
barity. The dominant note in his character is unlimited vanity. His 
younger years were spent in Paris, where he learned to read French. He 
subscribes regularly for several Parisian newspapers, which are brought | 
from the coast by special messengers. When he first saw a notice of him- 
self and his capital in the Figaro he exhibited almost childish delight, and 
danced around the paper containing the news, after which he caused his 
amazonian guard to be brought up and translated this information to 
them, at the same time giving orders for the preparation for another raid 
on the French settlement to show his es and fearlessness of the 
consequences. 
In ordinary times the army of Dahomey i is composed of 3,000 amen 
and 6,000 to 7,000 men warriors. This is the well-drilled standing army, 
which is kept near the capital ready to take up arms at a moment's notice. 
In the present emergency the king has been compelled to call out all the 
available reserves, which gives him some twenty thousand amazons and 
men, all told. As the population of Dahomey is estimated at more than 
200, 000, any or all of which can be turned into soldiery by the, king, it 
can be readily understood that the French will not have such a small 
affair on their hands as most persons imagine.—Deseret News. 7
